The 
legislature, a I the recent session, giive 
the city power to incrc'asi.' this la.'st 
named fee from -$75 to ?laU, and when 
the byla'.v of Alderman Gleuson came 
UI) for further coii.slderutlon last night 
this increase was decided upon. Ald- 
erman Pauline being the only member 
of tho council to object. But in tho 
other cases the majority of the alder- 
men refused to countenance any in- 
crease, which will remain as thoy are 
at present, $200 half yearly for saloons 
and hotels and $150 for bottle licences, 
it WIS ]>roposed to make the former 
J300 and the latter $l!uO though at 
last ,week's meeting Alderman Gleason 
expressed himself as willing to cut 
down the hotel fee to $2&0 half yearly. 
Aid, Gleason Explains. 
Alderman Gleason declared that It 
was no pleasure to him to Introduce 
the bylaw. He would like to see the 
licence fees reduced were the condi- 
tions and fruits of the liquor trade 
different than they are ;it present. 

In considering the Incretise in tlie 
bottle licence fee. Alderman .Mable 
Iiolnted (lilt that last yi.'ar the iiro- 
]irietors b.ad gone to considerable ex- 
licnse ill cluiiigliig their premises to 
conform to the regulations. If thi3 
increase were made, the.\- clalmi.'d, 
they would be forced out of business, 
/vhicl'i would not reduce tho amount 
of liquor sold, and the wholeattlers 
would got tho business. 

Alderman Gleason maintained that 
it was not a question of a few dealers 
being put to additional expense, but 
the whole city being forced to bear 
the expense of a tratHc which should 
at Iciist pay for the cost regulating It. 
! To .Mayor Hall, he sttited that tho 
j mea.'iure, if jiassed, would come into 
; effect on July lath, the beginning of 
the new half yearly licence. 

On .'Mderni.'in t;leason's motion that 
' the saloon licence fee be raised from 
i S:'On to $300 half yearly, Aldermen 
! l''ullerton, Cameron, Gleason and Xor- 
I man \'oteil In favor and Aldermen 
lleiidersiin, Pauline, McKeown, Hall 
and .Mable .against. Alderman Clcasim 
then stated that If t!ie saloon fee could 
not be raised, he did not wish to have 
the hotel fee increased. 

The iiroposal to Increase the bottle 
licence fee .was treated In the .«ame 
manner a.i In the cas,. of the sa.loon 
licence, Ahlerinan Hall tiskiiig why, If 
It was so desirous lo have higher fees, 
the council of last year had nol made 
tho increase all at once, or if It so 
strongly objected to the tralllc It had 
not endeavored to get the legislature 
to stop the 'sale and Alderman Mable 
wanted to know why. If the question 
■was such a burning one. It had not 
been made an issue at the election. 
Other Opinions. 
With refereiic(- to the whole- 
sale licence. Alderman I'^iilcrton 
considered it unreasonable that the 
wholesalers should pay such a small 
f.'i? and Alderman Pauline took occa- 
si.in to again declare his attitude on 
this matter of licence Increases, which 
..vas, ho stated, the wrong way to ap- 
proach tho question, and resulted In 
the city permitting ;i nuisance and 
ilien taxing it in profiortlon to the 
nuisani'o created. If the council did 
not appro\-e of Hie tratllc and wanted 
tlie inen.-ase, let it make the advance 
Ironi th.' standpoint of temperance jiiid 
nol revenue. Aliloriiian Hall main- 
tained that -when any In-iriortant in- 
eri-ase in a lieenee is made th(. pro- 
prietor (if Hie business, whether It be 
li'iuor or ot!ii-r br.sim-ss, slunild be en- 
titled lo at lea.-(t 11 six months notice.

.^ccordlngly she brought proceedings 
to" ha\-e hliii lirouglit back by the 
jji-ovisioiis of the l-"uglti\-e Offenders 
Act which is belweeii British poss- 
essions what an extradition treaty is 
wilh a foreign eountry, and Detective 
-Ashtoii was sent oyer to bring tlie 
missing liusband back. Losclilavo's 
side of the story has not yet been told 
In court, but it is only fair to him 
to add that his version is that their 
homo was a hapjiy one until the 
mother-in-law came to live witli them, 
that ho never Ill-treated his wife, but 
on tho contrary was fond of her, and 
would be glad to have her with him if 
she would come. Ho claims that he 
has written to her, but that she re- 
fuses to budge. Her evidence merely 
makes a general slutement of Ill- 
treatment, and docs not say of what 
the lil-treatment consisted. 

On the case being called yesterday. 
Air. .Aloresby made a preliminary ob- 
jection that certiorari does not lie 
while the proceedings are still pend- 
ing before the magistrate. Mr. Allt- 
mnn's reply was that originally tho 
j writ (if certiorari was only granted be- 
for.' lonviction, although by later 
iir.u tice its use had been extended. 
There was a long argument nnd dis- 
cussion on this point. In which Mr. 
.lustice Clement appeared to be of tho 
opinion that tho entertaining of tho 
motion lay within the discretion of the 
court. Mr. Aikman contending tliat It' 
ceriorarl lay tit all, It lay of right. 
Finally the chief justice remarked: 

••] think this case Is examinable, and 
ought to be examined as It is a case 
In which evidence would have to bo 
brought from the other side of the 
world." 

Finally tho court held that tho ma- 
gistrate's decision that the prosecution 
had made out a prima fnolo caao wa.s 
an adjudication which could properly 
be enquired Into. 

Mr. Aikman first took up the ."ccond 
of tho two charges, that of having do- 
serti>d tho boy of 6 whlclt Ipul benp 
taken away by tho mother. No mat- 
ter what was tho cause of tho mothor 
leaving the father, counsel contondoU 
that so long as the mother took tho 
child away without the father's con- 
sent, tho latter could not be ohargod with 
anything except conatruotivo dosortlon. 
and ho cltod a rccont caso docldoci 
by the court of appeal of Now South 
AV'ales In which It had boon hold that 
tho doctrlno of nonstruotlvo dcoortloii 
could jiot bo applied to children. On 
this the chief Juatloo rbninrkod: 

"Is a man lo bn nailed to tho coun- 
try In which ho happens to bo living 
becauiio Ills wlt>.i walUn off with tho 
child? Such a proposition soom.i to 
bo rIdlculouB,"

FULL COURT HEARING 
ALP, MESTDN'S APPEAL 

R, T, Elliott .Argues That a 
Debt to the City is Not a 
Disqualification 



The appeal of tho defendant in the 
case of Mason vs. Jlcston was begun 
yesterday tifternoon before tlu^ full 
court, consisting of the chief justice 
niHl Justices .Morrison and ''Clement 
This is an appeal from a deoi.Hon of 
-Mr. Justice Irving unseating Alder- 
man .Meston on the ground that he had 
been dlsriuailficd by reason of the cil\- 
holding an unsatisfied judgment against 
him when lie was elected, which was 
compromised by special arrangement. 
The decision carried with it ti fine of 
for each time the alderman hud 
attended the city council. 
I In his opening statement R. T. 
KlUott, K.C., who appeared for thc ap- 
pellant, said that his client's .seat had 
been attacked on two grounds. Tho 
first was that of Insufficient projierty j 
(luallfication, and the second that he 
was disqualified by reason of this Judg- 
ment. The learned trial Judge had not 
referred to tho property disqualifica- 
tion objection In his Judgment from 
which ho was entitled to argue that It 
hud been decided In his favor. Counsel 
outlined the Broad .street imp roveinent 
litigation •.vhich resulted in the judg- 
ment mentioned, and said that It was 
I'oiiceded that when ehvted ,]an. 1, 
IIHIT, .Mr. .M.'ston still owed ovr'r JfiOO 
on the judgment, which was not full,v 
paid off unlii aftir he was elected tor 
til.' s.'iond liiiii'. 

.\l tills point tile cliief justice re- 
markeil thii* the ecoirt liad the power 
to remit aliwienalties of any kind, and 
that the elWise in ouestlon bad been 
tile subject of sjiecial research on tho 
jiart of .Mr. .luslice Clement. -Mr. 
i-niiott had not been aware that the 
jiowers of the court e.Ktended so far, but 
Welcomed the intitUlgence. 

( "otmsel then went on to quote a case 
decided In the oourta of British Co- 
lumbia in which It had been held that 
city i.ixes became a debt as fast as 
they accrued. He then pointed out that 
all aldermen were obliged to be prop- 
erty owners and so debtors of the city. 
He argued that having a Judgment j 
rendered against one merely consti- 
tuted one a debtor, thus If Mr. Mes- 
ton were unseated on that account, it 
would reduce tho whole situation to a 
hopeless absurdit.v. 

.■\t this point the chief justice nug- 
ge-sted that h\ Higglns, thc counsel tor 
the respondent, bo called upon. Tho 
bitter slated that when the court heard 
till' evidence a different view would be 
taken, and he read e.xceri)ts from the 
testimony of Mr. .Meston while under 
cross-examination. Ho also quoted 
the dis(|uallflcatlon clauses in the 
Municipal (.'lauses Act which prohibit 
anyone interested in a contract with 
the cily from serving <is alderman. Tho 
chief justice remarked that a judgment 
was only technically a- contract, and 
suggested that only executory contracts 
wore then referred to, and that if tlie 
legislation had meant contracts to in- 
cluiie judgments it would have said so, 
as Judgments were .specifically men- 
tioned elsewhere In the same ^ct. 

The chief justice also pointed out 



that the arrangement whereby Alder- 
man Meston was <.:'.lov.'-;n to .■•ettjo his 
judgment at 00 cents on the dollar was 
made before ho was a member iff tho, 
council, and that he aftci'wardii mere- 
ly occupied the position of a debtor. 
Mr. HlRgln-s controverted that view, 
reading from tho letter in which tho 
arrangement was outlined to show that 
tlmo was the essence of the agreement, 
that the cuiiskleratlon for the reduction 
was tliat the judgment was to have 
been iiald within six months. This had 
not been done and counsel suggested 
that the defendant had made improper 
use of his position as mcinlicr of the 
finance committee to obtain extension.s 
of tinii'. He was proceeding to quote 
authorities in sup|)ort of his position 
when the court adjourned for tho day. 

Tho hearing will bo resumed this 
morning at 11 o'clock.
